BACKGROUND 


On November 7, 1996, Bernard Hazlett, member of the 
bargaining unit within the Town of Hanover Department of Public 
Works, which is represented by American Federation of State, 
County and Municipal Employees Local 1348 (A.F.S.C.M.E.), filed a 
Petition for decertification of the bargaining unit of which he 
is a member. On November 20, 1996, James Anderson, staff 
representative for A.F.S.C.M.E. , Council 93, filed an answer in 
which he objected to the petition and requested its dismissal. A 
hearing was set for December 18, 1996, and notice was sent to the 
parties on November 21, 1996. When the hearing was convened on 
December 18, 1996, only the petitioning party was present. No 
one appeared for the respondent, A.F.S.C.M.E., Local 1348. Upon 
telephone inquiry, the undersigned hearing officer ascertained 
from James Anderson that he had long been aware of the hearing
but that no A.F.S.C.M.E. representative would appear. Ane 
informal hearing was conducted and a tape recording was made of 
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the proceedings. Thereupon, the hearing officer determined that 

the petition was in order and that the petitioner understood the 

consequences of the petition and the remedy he sought.

FINDINGS OF FACT 

A.F.S.C.M.E., Local 1348 was certified as the 

bargaining agent for the Town of Hanover 

Department of Public Works bargaining unit 

on August 19, 1994. 


Among the job titles represented in the twenty-
two member bargaining unit is that of equipment 
operator. 

On November 7, 1996, a petition for decertification 
accompanied by the requisite signature cards was 
filed by Bernard Hazlett, equipment operator, whose 
position is represented in the aforesaid bargaining 
unit. 

DECISION AND ORDER

 In order to hear the objections raised by Mr. James 
Anderson, representative of the incumbent certified bargaining 
agent, a hearing was set on the matter of the decertification 
petition filed by Mr. Hazlett for employees of the Hanover Public 
Works Department. When Mr. Anderson failed to appear, inquiry 
was made pursuant to RSA 273-A:10 (b). Mr. Hazlett alleges that 
A.F.S.C.M.E., Local 1348 no longer represents the majority of 
employees in the bargaining unit and so should be decertified as 
bargaining agent for the employees of the Town of Hanover 
Department of Public Works. 

Based on the petition and the results of the inquiry made of 

those attending the hearing, it is determined that grounds exist

for conducting election on the matter of decertifying 

A.F.S.C.M.E., Local 1348, the bargaining unit within the Town of 

Hanover Public Works Department. A date shall be set forthwith 

for a decertification election pursuant to R S A273-A:10.
